The military cheft at Belgrade, when the plze fur; 
rendered, was totally empty. It‘Was thought ne Pa-

fingle foreign officer in the garrifgn.: *There«were, 
indeed, feven privates from the Emperor's frvice, 
who worked the artillery: Marthal Laudohe canted 
them to be hanged in fight at the Twktth army,’ nét- 
with{tanding the intreaties of the Pama, that he would 
{pare their lives. 
All Marthal Laudohn’s heavy cawry have already 
repafled the Save, to take up their weter quarters in 
and about Schabatz and Peterwaradin; but the Prince 
de Ligne has dropped down the Daube with 18 bat- 
talions of infantry, to bombard Orfoy, fram the right 
fide of the river, whilft Count de Warenfleben blocks 
it up on the left. The Prince tookwith him 1400 
kombs ; but it was expected that he vould not have 
occafion to ufe them all, and that thefortrefs would 
not ftand out fo dreadful a bombardmnt. : 

Should Orfova fall, the gariifons o: Belgrade and 
Semendria, which retired to Orfova, vill have been 
twice ia the power of the Auftrians, 

Semendria furreadcred ito Major Geigral Otto on 
nearly the fame terms that were granteCto the garti- 
fon of Belgrade. “There were found in'shis poit 14 
pieces of cannon, and 25 barrels of powder, . 

Lieutenant Colonel Wilhorfky has had a very finart 
action with the Turks, a little beyOnd Ki'anik, near 
a vineyard. The Turks made a-{tout réfiftaice, for 
fome time, but at lat betook themfelves to flight. 
The Lieutenant Colonel; though wounded in thehead, 
purfued them beyond Othra, cut 120 of thm to 
pieces, took 53 prifoners, and one piece of heayyord- 
nance, together with five others of a fnaller bore and 
feveral ammunition waggons.

AUSTRIAN NETHERLANDS. 


BrusseEvs. ; 


Though Brabant be the centre of difaffection, the 
fpirit of revolt is widely fpread in the Belgic Prain- 
ces. The remote and mountainous countries of Iux- 
emburg and Limbargh have manifefted fymprom; of 
difcontent. At Namur, the capital of the count of 
the fame name, and at Mons, the chief townof Au- 
itrian Hainauld, feveral members of the States. have 
beea apprehended, and the emigration ,of the pea- 
fants fas yt is almoft univerial. ae Be 

But the {tate of Flanders is the moft important.—> 
Ghent, the capital, is defended by a garrifap'of a-. 
bout 800 Auftrian troops. Twenty-lix noblemen and 
gentemen, the mott diftinguithed and opulent.in rhe 
Provinée of Flanders, have guards on. their houfes, 
and are not permitted to go abroad without a-centi- 
nel. Many peafants had not repaired from the neigh- ° 
bourhood of that capital to the Patriotic Army un- 
til the latekplacard of Dahon, which announced his 
refolution to lay in afhes every village of which one 
inhabitant fhould join the Revolters. “* Que me ad 
majora referve,” was the fentiment of the gallant and 
noneft Flemifh peafants. In two days aficr the pub- 
lication of the placard, more than: 900 men, trom 
within two leagues of Ghent, ficw to their patriotic 
countrymen, and, fince that period, their emigration 
has rapidly increafed. ney Uh Pre esos 

At Bruces, fexenteen teabiemen are under arreft, 
ane pedplé ‘are in daily expectation that. a detachs 
ment of the Patriotic Army fhould furprife that expo- 

fed atid defencelefs part of the province. Uf xhey ap- 

ear before either of thefe cities, they will be joined 
s the inhabitants almolt to a man. Spies, the ree 
fource of a tottering and profligate government, are 
placed in the coffechoufes, and at the Tad/2 d’ Hotes, 
and the records of the converfatidn of almoit every 
petty ale-houfe is traniimitred to the Government at 
Bruilels. 

Oltend, an afylum of exiles, anda neft of fmug- 
glers from England, is perhaps the only town in the 
Netherlands that is decidedly Imperial. They juftly 
dread the annihilation of their contraband’ trade, 
which is fo injurious to our Afiatic commerce, from 
any political connection between England and the In- 
dependent Netherlands. Of two patriotic emiflaries, 
who were feat there lat week to found their ditpofi- 
tions, they compelled one to become a foldier,-and 
imprifoned the other. While they are thus provo- 
king the Brabancons to the pillage of their rich and 
defencelefs warehoufes, they are occupied in the moft 
lydicrous and impotent precautions for their fecurity. 
With a garrifon of about fifty difpirited and degrepid 
invalids, they are dragging a few rufty cannoa from 
the Indiamen in their harbour, to their difmantled 
and untenable fortifications. ‘Their wealth add weak- 
nefs invite, their wantonnefs provokes, an attack 
from the Brabancons; and it is not improbable that 
they may in a few days expiate their devotions to the 
Imperial caufe. , 

Dalton lately harangued the Regiment de Ligne, 
to confirm the wavering fidelity of the French, who 
compoie the great majority of that regiment. In 
warbing them to beware of imitating the memorable 
example of the French guards, he uied thefe remark- 
able words :-—“* Pe/pere que vous n’imiteres jamais 
ces lackes Francois qui ont abandonné leur Sarain.” 
“ 1 craft you will never imitate thofe bafe and daf- 
tardly Frenchmen who have abandoned thcir Sove- 
reign.’’—It is thus that a man who could give no 
better reaion for his military cot.duét than that he 
murdered men becaufe he was hired, prefumes to 
ftigmatize and brand one of the moft, illuftrious ex- 
amples of virtue and true heroifm reco ded in the hi- 
{tory of mankind; and, while he blazoned: his ini 
my by condemning fuch an ation, he demonftraced 
his folly by awakemng the national fenfibilities a his 
troops. “a 

Scarce had the words been pronounced, Wien a 
preyecier, who, even in the degraded fituatien of a 

oreign mercenary, {till remembered that he was a 
Frenchman, drew his fabre, and was about to iddréfs 
his fellow foldiers, but he was immediarely aretted 
by the German Butcters, and hanged on th: {pot. 
A general murmar betrayed the grief and indignation 
of the French..- Two officers, on the fame diy, re- 
figned their commiilions, that they might, without 
being guilty of .mutiny, demand fatisfaction o Dal- 
ton ; but he pleaded the duties of his oftice, aid re- 
fufed to accept their challenges. 

The hearts of the French foldiers were deeply 
wounded ; and, of the day of the combat at Turn. 
hout, two companies, headed by their officers, narch- 
ed (we fhall not day deferted} to the patriotic flan- 
dard. The fentiment that prompted this defertion t¢ 
general ; and it is believed, that, BY this ti

elt appearance of truth. The tardinefs of their ope- 
rations, fince the decifive advantage, of Turnhont, 
mutt be attributed to the unwillingnefs of their lead- 
ers -to commit, ia an open, and equal. engagement, 
their undifciplined troops again{t the Auttrian vete- 
rans. Itis a wife and natural policy to fchool them 
by {kirmifhes and petty actions, before they hazard a 
gencral engagement. Mr O‘Hearne, the difgraced 
‘Profeffor of Khetoric at Louvain, :** by ancient learn- 
“ ing, warmed to the enlightened live of ancient free- 
*© dom” has accepted a commitlion of Lieutenant Co- 
Jonel in the patriotic army, and combats for the li- 
berty of Brabant with the gallantry of an Irifhman, 
and the enthufiafm of a claflical fcholar. 

The intelligence which is juft arrivec from Liege, 
confirms the Hattering hopes fo long entertained . 
the patriots, of Pruflian afhitance. Letters from the 
Pruihan dominions in Weitphalia, inform us, that 
the march of the troops under Baron Schlieffel to- 
wards Liege, has been countermanded till further or- 
ders; and they confequently now remain at no great 
diftance from the Dutch frontier of Brabant, the pre- 
fent-theatre of civil war.. The reality of their defti- 
nation to Liege, was from the-firlt moment doubted 
by thofe who compared their number and their train 
of artillery, with the paltry object ef coercing the 
nnarmed apd andifeiptined rabble of that principality. 
‘The official dilavowal of any view towards Brabant, 
in the march of thei troops, contained in a paper 
publifhed in the Prutlian dominions, far from remo- 
ving, fortified the fcepticifm of politicians. A few 
days wil determine the obje& of their march, and 
difclofe tle iecret of thofe momentous diicuifions, 
which at the prefent moment occupy the Cabinets of 
Europe. 

Ghent, Bruges, and Oltend, {till remain tranquil. 

in a village near Ghent, a prieft, animated by the 

flame of patriotifm, inculeated the virtue and the du- 
ty of repairing to the itandard of Freedom, from that 
pulpit whence too often fervility and bafe fubmiflion 
have been enjoined. A body of troops were fent 
trom Ghent to reduce the village to alhes; but the 
ca‘tardly villagers, unworthy of their patriotic priett, 
abandoned him to the miltary blood-hounds. He 
wa immu ed in the dungeon that contained the 
Treafury records, the ordinary gaols teeming with 
prifoners. He received a letter full of infult and 
threat from Dalton, concluding with thefe terrible 
words—* Monfieur, vous meritez d’etre pendy, et 
votes le feres? "—§6 You deferve to be hanged, and you’ 
frail be hanged.” 
. Lhe fortifications of this city, efpecially towards 
its higher part, and nearthe gates of Namur and Eou- 
vain, are daily repairing. Several new batteries have 
been erected in that quarter, Of the precife nuniber 
of troops which remain in garriton here, it is extreme- 
ly difficult to form a precife judgment: The molt ac- 
curate accounts do not'make them amount to absye 
1200; and one {mall circumftance invincibly. proves 
that it is not great: it has been an immemorial uface 
to have a great military mafs on the eve of AJl Saints 
day, (the sift ultimo,) at which all the garrifon of 
Braffels afalted. This year the government have for- 
bidden it, obvioufly that they might not betray to the 
gether. 

The Bifhop of Antwerp has imitated the example 
of the Archbifhop of Malines, in efcaping from the 
cultody of his guards, and has repaired to the Patrio- 
tic Camp. - The Duchefs d’Urfel is no longer entruft- 
ed to a private guard: She was yeiterday removed to 
the fame prifon where the Counts Duras, Lannot, and 
Spunghen, have been for fome time confined. «

PEACE WITH THE Port. 
The Emperor and the Emprefs have actually com- 
municated to Great Britain the terms on which they 
are willing to make peace with the Porte. 
The terms, we are afluréd, are as follow :— 
The Emperor infifts that the boundaries between 
his dominions and thofe of the Porte, thall be :thole 
which were fettied by the treaty of Paffarowitz 3, and 
that ‘whatever territory thé Porte-may, fince the date 
of that treaty, have occupied or taken on the Aultrian 
fide of thofe boundaries, fhall be reftored and ceded 
for ever to the Moule of Auftria, 
And further, that-as an indemnification for the ex- 
pences which the war has made his Majefty occur, 
the Porte fhall cede to him Moldavia as far as Roman 
and Stuz. 
“The Emprefs, though afking lefs for herfelf, wants 
to take much more from the Porte than the Emperor 
requires. 
She only defires that the remainder of Moldavia 
may be ceded to her. 
That the Porte fhall give up Wallachia and Bef- 
farabia, the town of Bender excepted, and fettle 
a upon Prince Potemkin, with the title of Hof- 

ar. . 

That at the fame time the Porte fhall renounce the 
power of depofing this Hofpodar, and fettle thofe 
provinces upon him aad his heirs, referving to rfelt, 
however, a fixed tribute to paid by the faid Hofpodar, 
who fhall be,.confidered as a vailal of the Porte, 
but not removable, whilft he duly pays this tri- 
bute. ; 
Thefe terms, though feemingly not very advan- 
tageous to Ruiha, would go a great’ way towards 
deltroying the power of rhe ‘Turks in Europe; and, 
therefore, it is probable that they will nor fubmit to 
them, until they thal! have becn a little more humbled 
than they feel themfeives at prefent. 

The terms propofed by the Emprefs appear to be 
very difinterefted ; but they are fo only’in appear- 
ance ; for the example of the Khan of Crim Tagtary, 
fhews that a Prince, dependent upon the Ruilian em- 
pite, can fodn be prevailed upon to furrender his 
nights to the Emprefs ; and therefore the ceflions no- 
minally made to Prince Potemkin, might in reality 
contidéred as made to the Ruihan empire. 

Letters from Quimper in Britanny, dated October 
26, fay, that all the cities in that prggince are fend- 
ing detachments of the national militia to Trequier
